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Applicant states that Yue does not disclose selecting a routing list based on the identity of 
the originating source. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Yue clearly teaches the system accepts 
both voice calls or facsimile calls for a subscriber (Fig. 2) and routing the call to an appropriated 
destination based on the call is a facsimile call or voice call (originating source). 

Applicant states that Yue does not disclose selecting a routing list based on the identity of 
the originating party. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Yue clearly teaches that the system 
receives communications directed to a subscriber's personal number and identifies the source of 
the communication. Yue further teaches that the identification is made through calling line 
identification, through a personalized list of calls, or through source identification (Abstract, 
lines 8-12). Moreover, priority callers are distinguished from the other callers (column 8, lines 
1-10). 
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
